PoRtmastrr General James, when in 


charge of the New York Post Office, 
was understood to be in favor of a 
cheap postage service. Nothing was 
resisted so much by the English au- 
thorities for a long time aa the measure 
of Rowland Hill in favor 
of penny 


postage. The success of that measure 
was so extraordinary that Mr. Hill is 
now regarded as a benefactor. People 
who made mouths at him generations 
since for his chimerical schemes are 
now subscribing to him a monument. 
The. American Post Office system can 
hardly be compared to that m England, 
because England Js a densely settled 
country, covering comparatively a small 
space of ground, and the charges against 
the postal service for transportation are 
small in comparison with what we are 
compelled to pay in America, with our 
vast dominions and the need of sending 
mails over long, expensive and scantily- 
peopled routes. 
While we recoginze 


the propriety of impoiing upon the 
country the expense of routes in New 
Mexico and jAwona, and in no way 
complain of the burden on the Treasury 
which the maintenance of the postal 
privileges imposes, we think the real 
cities like New York, Boston, Phila- 
delphia and Chicago, which pay the 
Government a large revenue upon the 
postal service, should have special fa- 
cilities. There should be frequent de- 
liveries, particularly papers and books ; 
there should be a penny postage for 
towns, and not more than a 2 cent pos- 
tage for the country. The experience 
of our civilization shows that the more 
we bring agencies like the post-office, 
telegraph and newspaper within the 
range of the multitude the more in the 
end is our gain. We believe now that 
the penny postal service and the 10- 
eent telegraphic dispatch all over the

It is well to read, and 
I do not want it underaUx.il tliat I say any- 
thing against any of the above supplements if 
they are In the right place; hut in the school- 
room during school hours, or during intervals 
lor play, let them be discarded. I have known 
terchers. both men and women, who lake up a 
Look or a piece of needle work at recess and 
let their pupils take care of themselves. Such 
teachers always give nve or ten minutes longer 
for play and deduct the time from the ne\t 
recitation. Besides falling to teach the re- 
quired time, they fall to I* out with the 
pupils directing their plays or correcting the 
use of improper language or conduct by their 
presence, and fall to treat the children «s 
social beings having social wants which must 
be supplied to make them good, useful mem- 
bers of society. Let all such habit* as these 
be discarded at onre. While you are.teaching 
teach. Let all your energies be'applied to one 
thing—namely, your school work: To be sue- 
oesstul.-you must work—not according to your 
compensation, hut according to the demand. 
Have you ever striven to make to-day better 
than yesterday? Have you ever looked upon 
the work for to-day and considered how 11 
might be Improved to-morrow? If you have 
not, 
go to work immediately. Work with a 


will, and if you find no pleasure In it, then 
quit teaching; but never, under any conside- 
ration, teach just for the money. Whatever 
your wages m»y be, always give more than 
value received for .your money, your Work 
will be appreciated then.
